More pressing requirements being 
for timber-carrying vessels, river

Has not the time come, then, to 
change our attitude and to refuse 
free access to the goods of other 
countries that refuse it to our own? 

“The knowledge that a change 
may come in our attitude has al- 
ready caused inquiries to be made 
by foreign firms for factory sites, 
and if new factories are built over 
here, it will be a far better method 
of combating unemployment than by 
the cutting of unnecessary. corners 
off ‘our roads ‘and other extra- 
vaganices that our municipal, county 
and rural district councils have been 
attracted into by Government sub- 
aldies to relieve unemployment. 

Power to Bargain. 

“There Is, too, this consideration 
for those who cling closely to their 
belief in Free Trade and wish to see 
tariff walls lowered and done away 
with—namely, that the imposition of 
a tariff by ourselves gives us at once 
the power to bargain with a nation 
that has already imposed ong.

cheaper production’ of. power, there 
does not Beem. great possibility of 
inventions so epoch-making for in- 
duatry a8 those . of. the nineteenth 
contury. Wherefore. itis all the 
Tore necessary that we 28.a nation 
should, by economy, conserve, not 
Alssipate, our resources, so that we 
may. lessen our taxation and bo in 
the -best possible. position to carry 
our merchandise to the: markets of

OCEAN MYTH. 


.A KIND BOOK ABOUT THE 
’ SEA SERPENT. 


To be big and aplendid pnd 
modest, and yet to be ignored, is a 
poor life. Lovers of animals; 
whether they subscrfbe to the 
R.S.P.C.A. or not, will Hear with joy 
that the Sea Serpent has had a kind 
Look written about him at last. It 
is by a naval officer, Licutenant- 
Too many naval 
officers have judged it well to re- 
member that theirs is a silent ger- 
vice, and to keep their mouths shut 
for fear of ridicule instead of dis- 
closing what they have seen; and it 
ig fitting that a naval pen should 
boldly urge the case for the sea 
serpent, and collect with pious care 
the scattered records of his appear- 
ances. When the “Encyclopaedia 
Britannica,” which may be consider- 
ed representative in these matters, 
will ‘go no further than to” say it 
would be ‘unwise to deny the oxist- 
ence of the sca serpent,” there Is no 
doubt about the depth and reality 
of the human prejudice against 
allowing writhing room in the ocean 
to anything uncatalogued. Not to be 
fn a museum is to have no right in 
the ocean, Small wonder if seamen 
have developed a superstition that it 
{s unlucky to see the sea serpent 
when the hostility of landsmen is so 
intense, Porhaps it is no more than 
jealousy. Nearly every one feels at 
some time or another inearly life 
the call of the sea, and when that call 
has been disregarded it is natural 
to like to think that not .much ‘has 
been miased. Men reconcile them: 
selves quickly to forgoing the other 
vaunted attractions of the sea-faring 
life — the ‘proud Vocabulary, the 
matrimonial spaciousness, the free- 
dom from the minor irritations o: 
fixed residence and the steady trickle 
of unaccountable expenditure that 
only townsmen know. But it would 
need more philosophy than an or- 
dinary man possesses to catch 
suburban trains day after day 
knowing that at the very moment 
when he quarrelling about the rail- 
way carriage window his sailor 
brother, gazing out to sea, is be- 
holding “to starboard, at a “dis.

COAL AND OIL IN 
COMPETITION.

The prospects for coal in com-{ 


Petition with oll as fuel were dis- 
cussed in'a series «of Papers sub- 
mitted to the annual Meeting of the 
Institute of Fuel, which concluded 
at the Incorporated’ Accountants’ 
Hall, Victoria Embankment. Ad- 
miral Scott Hill presided. 

Mr. S. B. Freeman, *superintend- 
ing engineer to Messrs. Alfred Holt 
‘and Company, In a paper on “Fuel 
Problems in the Mercantile Marine,” 
said that oil, whether in the oil 
engine or for use with boilers, had 
come to stay, and for the passenger 
ship was practically indispensable. 
Coal was still practicable for fleets 
which were based on countries 
Where coal was found and oll was 
scarce. Developments in the use of 
mechanical grates, pulverized coal, 
‘and ‘improvements in condenser 
tubes were factors working to- 
gether to make possible the use of 
water-tube boilers fired by coal. 

Dr. W. W. M. Meijer, chief 
superintendent of the Holland 
America Line, drew the conclusion: 
in his paper that the problem be- 
tween coal and oil boiled down to 
one of transportation.’ Develop- 
ments in the pulverised fuel BY8s 
tem might raise the demand ‘for 
coal, but -the fundamental difficul: 
ties of transporting coal were not 
thereby relieved.- If bunker coal 
were to keep its place in’ competi 
tion with ofl, it was essential that 


{it should be supplied at a price ap: 


preciably lower than might be war- 
ranted by ita calorific value alone. 
Binco the higher cost of Production 
had increased the difficulty of satis. 
fying ths economic demand, It 
must be realised that coal was 
gradually betoming a. commodity 
that could not bear the cost of 
transportation over long distances, 

Mr. W. J. Muller, superintendent 
engineer of the Koninklijke Paket- 


vaart Maatschapplj (Rotterdam),| . 


detailed the company’s experfences 


| in the use of coal and oil for many 


years and the reversions to one or 
the other form at various dates. 
Tn 1928, he said, the Progress in 
Diesel engineering finally led to tha

After an amazing .struggle for 


life “Pere Joffre,” the father of: 


the French - Army, has passed 
away, leaving France and the 
whole world the:poorer. It is re- 
markable that ‘so distinguishéd a 
warrior was comparatively un- 
‘\Imown ‘outside France: in 
‘|1914, in spite ‘of sixty 
years of. life and his - long 
service in the Army of his native, 
land... It was not until ‘his ap- 
pointment of Commander-in-Chief 
of the French Armies: at.the out 
; ;break of the. Great ‘War in 1914, 
ind his “great -victory- over the 
Germans ‘at’ the Marne- in Septem- 


ed: quickly: it was like a rapier 
and its thrusts darted out with an 
amazing rapidity. 
His rise to the rank of Field- 
Marshal was a judicious and slow 
affair, but although it was slow, 
he never failed to give of his best. 
Joffre’s pugnacity and determina- 
tion, and his high moral charac- 
ter, whi¢h brooked not or heeded 
deviations from what he consider- 
ed his life course, and all those 
qualities which stamped him a 
great soldier, were. necessary 
when he was called to command 
France's armies’ _on August 1, 
1914. In that terrible first few 
months, the most critical and 
agonising part of: the War, those 
great qualities never failed him, 
It was a master‘stroke that shat- 
tered the German army on the 
Marne and placed the feet of the 
Allied troopa on the road to vic- 
‘jtory. And later it was another 
master-stroke, conceived behind 
Jthose deep blue eyes of “Pere 
Joffre,” that on May 2, 1917, wan 
over President Wilson to the 
Allied cauge, and America threw 
her weight into the scales against 
Germany, ; 
Britain and her Allies not alone 
from 1914 to 1918 but for all time 
will owe a mighty debt to “Pere 
Joffre.” . His .passing removes 
yet another of the great heroes of 
the War from our midst; but ‘it 
shall not diminish the affection 
of his own people or the gratitude 
of Britain and the Allies, May he 
rest, in peace! . May his life's work, 
afford an example ‘to future gen- 
erations who,may be called -upon’

A SAXON CHURCH 
DISCOVERED. 


Built During Reign of 
Canute. 

An architectural secret of, the 
reign of Canute has been ‘betrayed 
by the little church of Thursley, be- 
tween the Hog’a Back and Hind- 
head. Hitherto it has been © re- 
garded as of Norman workmanship, 
but it must now be added to’ the Hat 
of Saxon churches. It is probable 
that its construction was facilitated 
by the great Eart Godwin, to whom 
Canute had granted the neighbour- 
tng manor of Whitley, 

Two years ago the vicar, the Rev, 
A. J. Wheeler, became convinced, as 
the result of certain probings, that 
the plaster of the church walls cover- 
ed more than his predecessors had 
suspected, Since then the work of 
exploration has been cautiously 
pursued, and thera have now been 
revealed two Saxon windows—the 


only two in England which still re-: 


tain the original wooden frame- 
work—and two unsuspected -stair- 
caae in the fabric of the walls. 

These windows wera, originally 
fitted ‘with horn, tht most trans- 
lucent material then available, and 
the discovery of. apmo, heavily ruat- 
ed nails has removed the doubts of 
the experts as tothe. manner in 
which the . horn was. ‘retained in 
position. Round one’ of the win- 
dows. are. the remains of a wall- 
painting, 4. conventional design in 
well-preserved red colouring. . 

One of. the wall sta[reases led to 
the - rood-loft above. the, ‘screen 
separating the choir. from: the nave. 
From here the deacon must have 
pronounced the “Jube Domine bene- 
dicere”. before the reading: of* tho 
lesson, -‘The ‘top of the staircase is 
illuminated by-a.third Saxon win- 
dow, and the. final turn is‘ of such 
akilfyl worlmanship aa to excite 
the admiration of a modern mason 
to whom the vicar showed it. - 

« Another interesting discovery is 
an apparently animal impress in the 
Plaster. of what is now ‘the insida 
wall of tha vestry.’ Originally. thls 
was, an outside wall; and it has been 
suggested that the . impress was 
made ‘by a stone figure of.a toad or

There ‘must be evidence. from 
which a jury might ressonably and 
properly conclude that there was 
negligence. Lord Justice Blacburn 
has dealt vary fully with this point 
in the well known case of: Rylands 
v. Fletcher, ‘ 

In the case before me both 
parties had-an equal right to the 
use of the highway; both ‘were 
exercising that right. 

‘Negligence Not Proved. 

The onus of proof is on the 
plaintiff. He has not proved 
‘negligence, and had no intention of 
Proving it, so that in “ruling out” 


the alleged admission on the part'to prevent its spreading, 


of the defendant the plaintiff's case 
had not been prejudiced further, 
The plaintif’s «claim for 
damage rests entirely on hi3 
own evidence and a not 
very convincing cértificate given 
by a doctor who: stated thar 
the plaintiff “showed signs and 
symptoms of injuries to the soft 
tissues at the back of the neck." 
This does--pot appear gerious and 
the doctor did not appear to think 
so either, for he only saw the 
plaintiff once. The doctor was not 
called to stata the nature of the in- 
juries, how they might have: been 
‘enused ‘and what remedy he recom- 
mended. I am not satisfied that 


rhe ordered a course of massage, 


neither am I satisfied, on the evi- 
dence, that the plaintiff was in- 
capacitated for work, . 

There is nothing in the plaintiff's 
evidence to connect his injuries 
with the mishap in Queen’s Road 
beyond the fact that: he saw a 
doctor on the day {t occurred. In 
fact, if I am to believe the evi- 
dence of the defendant, and I sea 
no reason why I should not, the 
Plaintiff suffered no injury at all. 

tNot Convincing. 
It is possible that the plaintiff's 
story is true, that he did suffer in- 
jury which necessitated a visit to 
the doctor, that the doctor recom- 
mended a course of massage, and 
that the plaintiff was incapacitated 
for 17 days and lost business as the 
result of it, but the. evidence ‘he 
gave does not convince me.
